Cafeteria 
Needs Help 
Says Head 


Bazaar to 
Be Bigger 
Than Ever 


Although a competent woman 
was installed in the school cafe¬ 
teria when service was resumed 
this week, the project is not yet 
out of the experimental stage, ac¬ 
cording to Mrs. W. C. Gruit, pres¬ 
ident of the Parent-Teachers as¬ 
sociation. 

To keep the cafeteria on a pay¬ 
ing basis there must be a patron¬ 
age of at least 75 pupils daily, 
and individual mothers who be¬ 
lieve in the idea and want their 
children to have the advantage of 
one or two hot dishes at noon 
must be willing to donate three 
hours work once every six weeks 
or two months. One woman alone 
cannot handle the noontime rush 
and the P. T. A. cannot afford to 
pay for extra help. The associa¬ 
tion membership is over 200 and 
out of that number the necessary 
assistance should be obtained, As 
soon as the .cafeteria fails to pay 
for the cost of the food plus the 
$15 a week for help, tfeervice will 
be discontinued, as there is no de¬ 
sire to run up an unauthorized 
deficit. 

Patronage has fallen below 70 
on one day, Monday, the first day 
after the week’s break in service. 
The greatest difficulty is gauging 
the food consumption which varies 
materially from day to day, as so 
many children’s appetites seem 
capricious. Every day children 
throw away good nourishing veg¬ 
etables, and small groups are seen 
making their way down town 
where money is spent on ice cream 
and candy.

Work in High Sierras 

In addition to the local appro¬ 
priations for the 31 geographical 
districts in the ten counties of 
Southern and Central California 
where the company renders elec¬ 
tric service, the annual budget 
carried appropriations for the con¬ 
tinued development of its Big 
Creek-San Joaquin River project 
• and new transmission line from 
J)he center of Southern California 
^territory to the High Sierras, and 
Kur the greater Long Beach steam 
Hmtht, all of which provide for 

■ ^Bfa'ating steam and hydro elec- 

■ $Hk.ergy and transmitting it to 
L^.covia district and other 

points on the system. 

The Monrovia district ranks very 
high in the growth af Southern 
California and the development of 
the Southern California Edison 
company’s system, according to 
Mr. Schwartz, who continued, “We 
are also a great factor in the bus¬ 
iness of this community . Our 
district payrolls will amount to 
approximately $56,400 for the year 
1925. “Our program for local re¬ 
inforcement for the year includes 
reinforcement requirements at 
Monrovia and Sierra Madre sub- 

\ stations; also enlargement of the 
capacity of many of the main 
feeder lines, and extensions where 
needed. 

High Spot of Year 

j “This has been a very notable 
/ year in the history of the South¬ 
ern California Edison company. 
In February the great Florence 
Lake tunnel was completed, di¬ 
verting the upper waters of the 
San Joaquin river. During the 
year this tunnel has delivered, 
purely as a stream flow project 
without storage 140,000 acre feet 
into Huntington luke and has con¬ 
tributed to filling it to its maxi¬ 
mum capucity. This was the most 
difficult single undertaking in the 
Big Creek-San Joaquin River pro¬ 
ject ami it has. been one of the 
most world renowned successes in 
the history of hydro electric le- 
velopment. 

“We are now well under way 
on three great projects, all of 
which will have a direct bearing 
on the future of the Monrovia dis¬ 
trict, as they will tend to provide 
it with practically un unlimited 
source of electric energy.

“We are also actively engaged 
in the Shaver Lake reservoir pro¬ 
ject which will have a storage 
capacity of 138,500 acre feet. It 
lit ip proposed to have the Shaver 
Lake dam ready for storing the 
run-off in 1928 and the

Out of his own work hundreds of 
thousands of tuberculosis sufferers 
have seen the sting and stigma of 
tuberculosis removed. Hope in¬ 
stead of despair now shines forth 
as a result of Dr. Trudeau’s work 
and the accompanying agent, the 
Christmas Seal. More than $30,- 
000,000 has been raised through 
the seal sale, hut more important 
and impossible to gauge in money 
has been the educational work 
which has been done through the 
seal sale—that tuberculosis is a 
curable and a preventable disease. 
The work in each community 
stands out as a direct result of the 
sale of seals. 

All of the machinery for fight¬ 
ing tuberculosis in California has 
been provided from the proceeds 
received from the seal sale. 
Nurses, clinics, summer camps, nu¬ 
trition classes and preventoria are 
soiqe of the machinery that is in 
operation and is rapidly reducing 
the tuberculosis death rate in the 
state.
